Cold 
weather has no terrors for us if we 
hnow that we are not going to be 
cold in it, and half the nusiance of 
snow is gone if we are sure that we 
tan go Where we like without get- 
sing our fect or clothing wet.

What 
one requires is some form of cloth- 
ing which will permit perfect | free- 
dot of movement, 

With such clothing one can afford 
to dress lightly for, as every cross: 
country athlete knows, a man can 
keep himself warm in zero weather 
with practically no clothing at all 
if he is allowed to keep moving at 
his best pace. \ 

A pair of gloves, however, will go 
a long Way toWard making one cn 
joy a walk on a bitterly cold day, 
Not kid gloves, but a wood big 
pair, which allow for a generous air 
space around your hands — inside 
and with eauntlets which come over 
the cutYs of your coat, and keep out 
not only the wind but the snow.
